What effect 
will tax 
bill have 
on schools? 

What impact will the May 19 proposed 
property tax proposal have on local 
schools? 

That’s the question almost every 
school administrator is pondering as the 
day of decision approached 

School officials are scrambling about 
trying to determine the possible impact 
Particularly concerned are local school 
officials who are already under the im- 
pact of massive state aid cutbacks and 
other problejns connected with Michi- 
gan’s depressed economy. 

The May 19 proposal is being backed 
by the governor and the state legislature 
as an answer to Michigan’s property tax 
woes. Many state officials will admit 
readily that it is an attempt to not only 
extend property tax equity, but to head 
off the Robert Tisch steamroller that 
seems destined to impose some type of 
property tax roll back whether state 
officials like it or not. 

Tisch, a Shiawasee County Drain 
Commissioner, has been unsuccessful in 
getting his tax propositions passed in the 
past, has another one of his radical pro- 
posals ready for the ballot. What Tisch 
Ill ’s ramifications are is not clear at this 
time. 

Romulus School officials view the 
May 19 proposal with mixed emotions. 
Board of Education President Wayne 
Avery indicates the proposal appears to 
provide much needed property relief, 
but there’s much confusion as to what 
effect it will have on school programs 
when it is implemented. 

“We were told by the people in Lans- 
ing that they have to pass 14 enabling 
pieces of legislation if the proposal pas- 
ses . No one is sure exactly what will hap- 
pen to local revenues or to individual tax 
bills for that matter” said Avery. 

• We’ve asked our Superintendent to 
keep the Board posted by doing an 
analysis of the proposal as soon as the 
details are available.” 

The proposal calls for a reduction of 
property taxes levied for operating pur-

DetRo suffered two more setbacks 
last week in its efforts to build a sludge 
composting plant in Romulus. 

First, the Planning Commission stu- 
died seven items to make a factual de- 
termination of its previous denial of De- 
tRo’s site plan for the plant on Goddard 
Road, east of Wayne Road. 

After the study, the Planning Com- 
mission voted down each of the seven 
items, citing the fact that DetRo failed 
to provide requested and required in- 
formation. 

Last Wednesday night, the Zoning 
Board of Appeals once again tackled the 
appeal of DetRo to have the site plan 
approved. Neither the DetRo attorney, 


John Roche, nor any other DetRo offi- 
cials was present at either the ZBA or 
Planning Commission meetings last 
week. 

The ZBA , after extensive review of the 
Planning Commission’s findings on the 
seven issues two nights earlier, voted 
unanimously that the Planning Com- 
mission was correct in ruling that the 
sludge plant was not permitted in the 
M-2 zoned district on Goddard Road. 


Wednesday's ZBA decision reaf- 
firmed two previous rulings by the Plan- 
ning Commission that denied DetRo 
building the sludge plant. 

On hand for the Planning Commis- 
sion’s special meeting last week were B. 
David Sanders, city planner, and 
Chdrles Lowther, city attorney. Lowth- 
er reviewed the summary of facts of the 
site plan application submitted by 
DetRo Recovery Products.

500-foot wide drain ‘in heart 
of Huron’ has residents angry

Huron Township Board of Trustees 
has gone on record as unanimously ob- 
jecting to a proposed 500-foot wide drain 
through the heart of the community that 
they say would be “a five mile long 
treatment plant resulting in objectional 
environmental conditions.” 

The board strongly voiced its opinions 
against the placing of the Ecorse Creek 
Diversion Drain that would cut a wide 
path between Inkster Road and Mid- 
dlebelt. 

Supervisor Richard F. Sullivan fired 
off a letter last week to the Southeast 


Michigan Council of Governments 
(SEMCOG) , and a host of other agencies 
and high elected officials, telling of the 
township’s strong displeasure and 
opposition to the drain being placed in 
Huron. 

‘‘Following the decisive action by the 
Huron Township Board of Trustees rela- 
tive to the Diversion Drain.’ we are 
directing through this communication, 
the Southeast Michigan Council of Gov- 
ernments to have this alternative re- 
moved from consideration in the A-95 
review by the Federal Government,” 
Sullivan stated in his strongly-worded 
letter. 


‘‘We are sympathetic to those com- 
munities faced with the drainage prob- 
lem and possible flooding historically 
associated with the Ecorse Creek 
(Drain) . The problem is serious A solu- 
tion is imperative and costly. 

“However, the people of Huron 
Township are opposed to a solution to 
the Ecorse Creek (Drain) problem that 
demands a further sacrifice by the peo- 
ple of Huron Township of their assets to 
accommodate the desires of their neigh- 
bors — no matter how near or how far 
removed. We will not accept, not toler- 
ate, such a program. Through the years.

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Romulus is ready to hear 
from cable TV representatives 


Treasurer Beverly McAnally has 
served as Chairperson of the Cable TV 
Committee since its inception last fall 
and has worked hard to make cable tele- 
vision a reality in Romulus 

Here is her memo to City Council just 
prior to that body giving its approval for 
the committee to go ahead and informal- 
ly interview cable television representa- 
tives to develop a standard application 
form for an eventual Romulus Cable 
Television Ordinance 

This is what Mrs McAnally reported 
to Council: 

“The City Council has been provided 
minutes and correspondence related to 
the activities and meetings of the Cable 
T V. Ordinance Committee. 

“Considerable community interest 
has followed the activites of the Com- 
mittee and rarely does a day pass with- 
out one or more calls from citizens in- 
quiring as to the progress of cable in 
Romulus. 

“ I n the course of the past four months . 
the Committee has held a number of 
meetings and also made field trips to 
attend a conference in West Bloomfield 
and make an on-sight inspection of the 
Cable system in operation in Allen Park 
While there, an extensive interview was 
held with Dick Huebler, controller for 
the City of Allen Park and initiator of 
their system. 

{‘There has been a meeting with Cable 
consultant, John Rickies. 100 Renaiss- 
ance Center, 15th Floor. Detroit. 

“Each of these meetings and field 
trips has been well attended by a repre- 


sentative group of committee members 
and a wealth of material and expertise 
has been acquired Sufficient informa- 
tion upon which to base some serious 
evaluations and decision making 
“It is at this point that the Committee 
has elected to return to the City council 
for clarification and direction 
“In reviewing the initial tasks 
assigned to the Committee on October 
28. 1980 by Mrs. Banks, the committee 
finds itself limited to responding to the 
second aspect of the assigned tasks: 
that of recommending a combined ordi- 
nance and franchise agreement. 

“As to the ordinance, the committee

* no vote was 4-0, with Williams ab- 
staining. 

Issue 6 showed motion by Renke. sup- 
ported by Prybyla that the site plan sub- 
mitted. failed to show sanitary facili- 
ties, failed to answer question on the 
maximum amount of sludge to be com- 
posted and stored, no sanitary sewer 
connection and topographical survey, 
and thse items are a must for site plan 
review. Vote was 4-0. Williams ab- 
staining. 

On the final and 7th issue, motion by 
Prybyla. supported by Barton that some 
type of bond will be required and the 
type and amount will be determined 
when more information is given, the 
bond will have to be provided for 
cleanup if the project is abandoned due 
to the facts stated of insufficient in- 
formation this bond must be required 
Vote 4-0. Williams abstained 
Two nights later, the Zoning Board of 
Appeals studied the same seven issues 
and voted 5-0 that the Planning Commis- 
sion decision to deny DetRo’s site plan 
was correct 

On hand for the ZBA meeting, in addi- 
tion to all five board members, were 
Chuck Lowther, city attorney. Dave 
Sanders, city planner. Attorney Michael 
Fieler. co-counsel for the City of Romu- 
lus, and Hyle J. Carmichael, industrial 
co-ordinator 

Fieler gave a review of the matters 
based upon the appeal by DetRo of ac- 
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tion taken by the Planning Commission 
ZBA Chairman Norman McLenon 
read a letter from DetRo to the Board of 
Appeals accompanying a site plan of the 
Goddard Road site and stating that 
further information would be sent a cou- 
ple days prior to the meeting. 

Fieler then read a letter from John 
Roche, attorney for DetRo. stating that 
neither he nor any of the representatives 
of the company would be present at last 
week’s ZBA meeting. 

Fieler then quoted from his reply let- 
ter to Roche, stating how surprised he 
was that DetRo would not be attending 


He further stated that the City of Romu- 
lus had always tried to be fair in review- 
ing requests for site plans and appeals. 

City Attorney Chuck Lowther discus- 
sed the results of the special Planning 
Commission meeting two nights earlier 
and the seven issues that were discussed 
and voted on 

Attorney Fieler, who is counsel for 
Romulus in its present lawsuit in court 
against DetRo. suggested that the ZBA 
make three separate motions. 

He said they should make a motion 
that the decision and findings of the 
Planning Commission was correct in not 


permitting a sludge compost plant with- 
in the M-2 district 

The second motion, he suggested, 
should state that the record or evidence 
indicated the Planning Commission was 
correct in denying DetRo’s site plan. 
The third motion, he said, should state 
that the board s affirmative vote would 
not take effect for two weeks, to give the 
applicant time to re petition 

Treder then made a motion, sup- 
ported by Campbell, that DetRo’s 
appeal be denied and the Planning Com- 
mission was correct in denying the site 
plan approval It passed 5 0

unjust demands have repeatedly been 
made of the people of Huron Township . ’ 
Sullivan told SEMCOG officials. 

He explained that Huron Township 
has been stripped of 4.000 acres of land, 
ideal for building home site, paralleling 
both banks of the Huron River. 

“Not only were these properties re- 
moved from the tax rolls.” he pointed 
out. “but were used in the Huron Clinton 
Metropolitan Park development bisect- 
ing diagonally our community for 
approximately seven miles to provide 
ideal recreational facilities for a larger 
Metropolitan area ” 

Sullican said the result has been 
closed roads restricting the movement 
of traffic within Huron Township as well 
as making more difficult the ability of 
the township's fire, police, and 
emergency rescue unit to respond to and 
provide service to the people of the com- 
munity. 

The construction of the 1-275 high- 
way removed additional properties 
from the tax roll as well as the closing of 
more east- west rods again making the 
task of providing emergency services 
more difficult and costly 

“The proposed Ecorse Creek Diver- 
sion through Huron Township cutting a 
path some 500 feet wide and approx- 
imately five miles in length would not 
only remove additional property from 
our tax rolls but would place the added 
burden of restricted access to the mile 
roads, east and west, between Mid 
dlebelt and Inkster Roads ” Sullivan ex- 
plained 

He said the area east of the Diversion 
Drain would be trapped from access to 
Huron’s Sanitary Sewer System In 
addition, he pointed out that Huron 
Township would lose valuable property 
required to construct the drain and said 


it would “suffer through the shroud that 
would be placed over the development of 
lands adjacent to the drain ” 

Sullivan added: Odors, toxicity of 
water, and unsightliness are not condi- 
tions that would encourage the acquis- 
tion and development of these prop- 
erties 

“Sedimentation and chlorination 
would be required within the retention 
area and control structures The prop- 
osed diversion is a 5-mile-long treat- 
ment plant resulting in objectional en- 
vironmental conditions in Huron 
Township

“Numerous other conditions are cre- 
ated by the diversion drain which will 
have continuous and long range nega- 
tive impact on Huron Township We will 
not attest to these items at this time, but 
entrust the knowledgeable staff of SEM 
COG to inform the review board of these 
conditions such that the diversion alter- 
nate will be removed from further con- 
siderations. 

“We have notified the Army Corps of 
Engineers to refrain from any study of 
the Ecorse Creek (Drain) Diversion 
through Huron Township.” Sullivan’s 
letter concluded 


Romulus Schools’ two study groups — 
Citizen’s Finance Committee and 
Citizen’s Consolidation Committee — 
both met last week and are expected to 
come up with their recommendations 
soon 

With the current financial crunch, it 
seems certain that some schools will be 
closed However, a sub-committee of 
Mary King. Nancy Mitchell, Betty 
Hamilton and Genevieve Dugan has 
listed criteria to be considered for selec- 
tion 6f schools to be closed. 

The criteria is divided into three sec- 
tions: Impact on the community. Loca- 
tion and Adequacy, and Disposal of 
facility. 

Under Impact on Community . the sub- 
committee’s report contained four 
things it should do: 

1) Not endanger the quality of any of 
the current programs that directly re- 
late to the educational development of 
the students in the Romulus School Dis- 
trict. 

2) Closing/consolidation of schools to 
affect the fewest number of students and 
families. 

3 ) In the transfer of students, keep the 
locale of these students as close as possi- 
ble to their neighborhood location if at 
all workable. 

4) Make the criteria a three-to-four 
year projection so that some stability 
can be ascertained 

Under Location and Adequacy, five 


things were listed : 

1) Capacity of school building in re- 
gards to handling attendance. 

2) Number of students in each attend- 
ance area that are attending currently. 

3) 1981-82 projection from school 
administrators as far as how many 
rooms will be used, left empty or rele- 
gated to other purposes, such as offices, 
speech, music, media. 

4) Cost of maintenance, operation and 
vandalism. 

5) Need for major renovation. 

Under Disposal of Facility, they listed 

three factors They are: Salebility. leas- 
ing or alternative use; Zoning/restric- 
tions and resale value, and considera- 
tion of outstanding bonded indebted-

What effect will tax proposal have ? 

Schools ponder dilemma of May 1 9 vote

poses on homes only Reduction would 
be 50 percent ( up to a maximum of $1 .400 
Unlike other proposals of the past, this 
tax relief would be deducted directly 
from the individual’s property tax bill 

The $1,400 maximum would be inde- 
xed to inflation and go up and down each 
year depending on the increase or de- 
crease in the State Equalized Value 
(SEV) of property. 

In addition, the proposal grants a 50 
percent City Income Tax credit to tax- 
payers capped at a maximum of $100 for 
each Mi percent of local income tax 
levied 

The amendment also imposes a six 
percent limit on annual growth of local 
property tax revenues beyond new con 
struction The six percent limit applies 
to each class of propert y separately and 


can be exceeded only by voter approval. 

Classes of property are agriculture, 
developmental, residential, commer- 
cial industrial. and timber cutover 
The amount of revenue that could be 
generated by a local unit of government 
on any class of property would be li- 
mited to 106 percent of the amount that 
had been raised by the same levy on that 
class of property in the previous year 
This would be true no matter how much 
the State Equalized Valuation of the 
class increased ( excluding new con- 
struction and improvements) 

Romulus School District s net proper- 
ty tax revenue growth will depend on the 
mix of the classes of the property in a 
district This is somewhat confusing and 
one of the things that is most difficult for 
people to understand about the prop- 
osal 


For example, if residential property 
in a district increases in value by 12 per- 
cent and commercial property in 
creases by only three percent, the re- 
venue limitation would affect only the 
residential property tax A reducing fac- 
tor will be applied to the property tax bill 
of all taxpayers within that class, only 

The proposed amendment would also 
provide that the net revenues generated 
from the state lottery would be depo- 
sited in the state School Aid Fund exclu- 
sively Currently, this revenue is depo- 
sited in the state General Fund 
The proposal would allow the legisla- 
ture to assess agriculture and forestry 
property according to its use value 
rather than market value 
The proposal would result in a mas- 
sive loss of revenue to school districts. 


but the constitutional amendment 
allegedly guarantees full reimburse- 
ment for the loss to each local unit 
Board President Avery said this 
would be a real plus if it is true “If we 
are guaranteed full recovery, the prop- 
osal is extremely attractive ” 

Romulus Superintendent of Schools. 
Bill Bedell, pointed out an additional 
plus for the proposal. “Any additional 
millage voted by our taxpayers would 
also be subject to the 50 percent cut . so a 
millage increase may be more accept- 
able to them, he said 
Until further clarification comes from 
Lansing, local officials are uncertain as 
to their support for the proposed amend- 
ment It is certain that local school offi- 
cials and taxpayers alike will watch 
closely the state's explanation of the 
May 19 ballot proposal

“Rationale for that recommendation 
is that by combining the two the Com- 
munity is provided protection against 
future arbitrary rate increases that 
might be enacted through a simple re- 
solution- and without proper public 
awareness and input.

The county 
vs. Lucas 

EDITOR — Wayne County Sheriff 
William Lucas is determined to con- 
tinue patrolling the secondary roads 
of Western Wayne County, a police 
service that is both wanted and 
needed by the residents of our area 
Although I continue to support the 
patrol and investigative units, sever- 
al points in this controversy must be 
discussed : 

1 . The issue of Sheriff Lucas versus 
the Board of Commissioners must be 
considered separate from the issue of 
the road patrol. This battle is one be- 
tween a budget-setting Board of 
Commissioners and a department 
head that must act within a budget 
set by the Board. The fight has far- 
reaching implications that include, 
should the Board of Commissioners 
lose, the possibility that each County 
elected official will determine their 
own budget and spend money not 
allocated 

2. The road patrol cannot and 
should not be eliminated on such 
short notice. It is impossible to ex- 
pect Romulus to set up a complete 
Police Department in only 90 days. It 
is also unfair to the Townships to 
have to pick up the slack of police 
protection in such a short period of 
time. Even Canton Township, which 
has a fine 24-hour department, has 
15% of its calls handled by the Sher- 
iffs Department. 

3. It is unfair to the men and women 
of the road patrol to be caught in this 
constitutional battle between Sheriff 
Lucas and the Board of Commis- 
sioners. 

For these reasons and more. I have 
repeatedly offered resolutions to 
fund the Patrol and Investigative Di- 
visions beyond its scheduled ter- 
mination. However, the majority of 
my colleagues have adopted the posi- 
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tion as stated by Commissioner Nor- 
bert Wisniewski of Detroit Harper 
Woods, “My district already pays for 
its own police protection, and I see no 
reason why they should be forced to 
contribute to the expenses of those 
other areas of the County as well” 

The Board of Commissioners is in a 
difficult position as it tries to balance 
its budget It was felt that because 
the Sheriffs Department is not man- 
dated to have a road patrol, that this 
area could be cut . I feel that . unfortu- 
nately. many people will suffer as a 
result 

Perhaps the new County Charter 
will include a provision for a road 
patrol . That is but one alternative left 
open to us.

On April 1 , 1981 . God willing and all airlines flying on schedule. I’ll be in a plane 
that lands at the Gia Lam airport in Hanoi. Socialist Republic of VietNam. 

I ’ll be the first American ex-G .l to set foot in that country since we disengaged 
ourselves from that unfortunate war just eight years ago this month . Despite the 
Pentagon Papers and everything else that ’s been written and said about the war 1 
don’t pretend to understand exactly what we were doing there. 

But then, as a simple infantryman. I wasn’t required to understand. I was 
simply supposed to do my best to keep that Saigon government from losing the 
war To my astonishment, a lot of the South VietNamese were either opposed to 
that government or not very enthusiastic about sustaining it. Ask anyone who 
was there and they ’ll tell you it was a weird. Alice-in-Wonderland kind of world 
where questions were not welcomed, and answers were usually obscure at best. 
That’s all behind us. 

Now we’re living in a world where there is only one VietNamese government, 
headquartered in Hanoi. I’ve had two informal meetings with representatives of 
that government at U N. Headquarters in New York, the last one just yesterday. 
With their cooperation and assistance I ve arranged to make this trip as a private; 
citizen. 

Why? 

It started to become clear when I looked at my own mixed emotions on the; - 
occasion of the release of our hostages in Iran. Like so many VietNam Veterans! 
was glad for them , but somewhat appalled at the recollection of the casualties of 
our own return home and the apparent lack of concern for the Americans who are 
still listed as Missing in Action. 

It’s now been nearly three thousand days since we pulled out and left them 
living and dead, as hostages to one of the great misfortunes of our history 
Many Americans are unaware that nearly 2.500 servicemen are still un- 
accounted for. There were 2.553 military and 41 civilian Americans unaccounted 
for at official ending of the war in 1973. This figure included 95 prisoners of war. 
1,178 killed in action — body not recovered, and 1,279 missing in action Since 
then. 75 remains have been returned. There has been no progress for the last 
three years. 

It’s my intention, while in Hanoi & Ho Chi Minh City (Saigon), to try to learn 
more about their fate I would like to start an effort to confirm the status of at 
least one hundred Americans before another March rolls around I believe tljat, 
whether they were prisoners of war, wounded, or deserters there are at least the 
many U.S. Citizens who want to return to their native land or whose status can be 
confirmed. 

I would like to enlist the incredible power of American public opinion to help 
bring that hundred home. Let’s tie some ribbons around some more trees on 
behalfnf the 2500 missing, the hundred we might be able to bring home. Let’s try 
to locate them and send the same kind of messages that gave our Embassy 
hostages hope and encouragement. 

Let’s utilize the lessons of Iran in a new and continuing effort on behalf of those 
men who volunteered or were drafted to the most difficult duty Americans ever 
faced; not winning a war. but not losing it either. Patience . we have had and 
will have Perserverance, we promise. 

A second trip to further implement this mission is scheduled for June. In it, 1 
will be joined by a number of other VietNam Vets. I have invited Tony Griffiu. a 
broadcast journalist from Kalamazoo; Jeff Hinman. a friend who l served in 
VietNam with; Tim O’Brien, a writer; and Bob Walls, director ofThe Veterans 
Military Service Center in Detroit. Others may be added, scheduling problems 
may affect whether or not these people can go. It will all depend on the success of 
my trip 

Together, working with officials of the Hanoi government, we will try to cover 
the country in a quest for information concerning the Missing Persons we seek. 

Through every channel open to us, perhaps even through a Third Party govern- 
ment. we will seek common ground where the missing Americans can find 
freedom and repatriation 

Surely, if we have the will, we can find the skills to bring them home. • > 

As always, it takes a first step Then it takes the mounting pressure of Public 
Opinion to make things happen, to stir officialdom into meaningful positive 
action 

Why am I doing this? 

Because someone needs to I have sat back and watched for eight years — and 
nothing has happened Administrations have come and administrations have ‘ 
gone — still no progresses been made The situation is so tied up with interna- 
tional politics that the concerns of the families and wives of the Americans are 
forgotten We have no diplomatic relations with VietNam II I can discover any 
new information that helps a single family, the trip will have been worth while 
This trip is entirely privately funded No tax dollars will be spent 
I do not suggest that I possess qualities that uniquely qualify me for this • 
activity It is just that I care enough about this issue: that I have had the 
perserverance to go through all the channels to make the trip possible, and that 
the VietNamese are comfortable with dealing with me It is not the person who * 
takes the first step who is important, it is the fact that a first step is taken 
But. for me. the answer to the question. “Why?" is found on the most personal • 
level For I can w ell imagine w hat might have easily happened to me sometime . 
during the year that I was there at places like Tay Ninh Cu Chi or across the 
Cambodian border Because I can say fervently and passionately as I think about * 
those 2500 There, but for the grace of God. go I 
And believing that I ask the people and the media to join me in a continuing 
crusade to Bring a Hundred Americans Home from VietNam and to do it before 
another 365 days have passed

Some of Ernie Mindels buddies from 
Westland don’t recognize him these 
days. 

They remember the Erine Mindel 


who travelled the Country-Western bar 
circuit in the 60s as a rhythm guitarist 
and lead singer. And the Ernie Mindel 
who graduate from Romulus High, then 
played softball for the Daly Drive-In 
team, worked as a mailman in Wayne

Oh yes, they also recall Ernie Mindel 
as a fun loving guy who wouldn’t let his 
conscience stand in the way of a good 
time 

i was the black sheep of the family.” 
admits Mindel, now a Petoskey resi- 
dent I was a taker not a giver— I 
wasn’t a Christian. The old Ernie Min- 
del died seven years ago.” 

The new Ernie Mindel is an 
evangelist who spends much of his time 
on the road visiting churches of every 
denomination and speaking at prisons, 
colleges and businessmen associations 
throughout the Midwest. His topic? The 
way Jesus Christ can change a person’s 
life. 

It’s a subject the 43-year-old songwri- 
ter has devoted much of his time to since 
“finding Jesus ” in 1974 Mindel hascom- 
posed nearly 140 songs and released two 
gospel albums. His latest, “In My 
Home,” has hit number one on the gos- 
pel charts in Birmingham, Alabama 
while the single “Until Jesus’* has 
climbed to number two on the Christian 
Broadcasting Network in Michigan with 
air play on several Country stations 

Despite a mild case of laryngitis, Min- 
del performed his songs at the Westland 
Methodist Church and other area chur- 
ches last week after a tour of Arizona 
From here it’s off to Charlotte, North 
Carolina and later trips to Indiana. Illi- 
nois and Minnesota. Sandwiched in be- 
tween his gospel music ministry will be 
negotiations for a songwriting contract 
with a Nashville, Tennessee firm. 

“Sixty percent of the time I'm away 
from home.’’ he admits, but I love it. I 
make it a point not to be away from 
home more than 10 days at a time. And a 
lot of the time my family goes with me.”

“We re being invited to more and 
more places,” adds the baritone singer,

Ain't 
Giving Up.” on the Jedsem label The 
baritone performer also hopes to enter 
the Country music market to attract a 
bigger audience for his Christian mes- 
sage 

And for those old acquaintances skep- 
tical of Mindel s changed outlook, they 
only have to take a look at some of the

When I first read the list of artists 
appearing on this double-LP — The 
Clash. Elvis Costello & The Attractions. 
Pretenders, Ian Dury & The Block- 
heads. Rockpile. Queen. Paul McCart- 
ney & Wings, Rockestra, the Specials, 
and The Who — I had only one fear But 
it proved to be groundless, since Queen 
only has one cut on the album. 

It’s really hard to find faults with this 
album, as it has just about everything 
going in it’s f^vor: top artists, good 
songs, extremely good production, a 
mimimum of Queen , and to top it off. 
it s for a good cause. Kampuchea (Cam- 
bodia) is in a state called by the United 
Nations as one of “national tragedy, the 
proportions of which may have no para- 
llel in history.” 

The concerts documented here, which 
took place in London just over a year 
ago, raised some money, but the bulk of 
the contributions will come from sales of 
this record, as well as from the forth- 
coming film of the event.

That’s pretty much the way tfiey’ve 
always been in concert, and the way 
they’ll more than likely remain until 
Townshend hangs up his rock ‘n’ roll 
shoes. “Sister Disco’’ sounds better here 
than it did on the “Who Are You” album, 
and “Behind Blue Eyes” and “See Me, 
Feel Me” are still as awe inspiring as 
ever, leaving no doubt as to why the Who 
remain one of the great live bands 

Side two leads off with three cuts from 
Chrissie Hynde & the Pretenders, and 
three of their best; The Wait,” 
“Tatooed Love Boys,” and a delightful- 
ly ragged version of what may be their 
best song- “Precious.” Elvis Costello 
follows, pumping out “The Imposter.” 
Next up is Rockpile, and they roar 
through Graham Parker s “Crawling 
Through the Wreckage” before calling 
on Led Zep’s crooner, Robert Plant, to 
carry the tune on the oldie Little 
Sister.” 


The second LP’s first side is a collage 
of musical types, ranging from Queen’s 
( remember them ? ) mushy metal to The 
Clash’s reggae, and from lan Dury & 
The Blockheads delightful disco-for- 
people-who-don t-want-to-like-disco. to 
The Specials rousing ska. While all of it 
is good, it still appears that side three is 
where they stuck everything that didn’t 
fit elsewhere 

Side four opens with three songs from 
Paul McCartney & Wings: “Got To Get 
You Into My Life,” “Every Night. “ an 
often over looked gem from his first solo 
album, and his latest big hit. “Coming 
Up.” And in case you wondered who or 
what the Rockestra is. it's this: the 
greatest superstar jam ever, with three 
Led Zeppelins, two Whos. two Rock- 
piles. Gary Brooker. Ronnie Lane, an 
Attraction, a Pretender, and a host of 
other less well-knowns, turning the 
stage into just what the name implies, a 
rock orchestra. It was an adventurous 
act. and it worked. 

It’s a musical event on vinyl made to 
be cherished (not to mention played), 
and it’s even for a good cause. What else 
could you ask for? I know, I know. NO 
Queen cuts, but I guess you can t have 
everything.

Someone 
is going to get killed before Michigan does something about regulating this 
kind of activity.”

April 12 at the Metropolitan Airport 
Hilton Inn. Hurd is paired against Neil Singleton in a 5-round professional 
exhibition match.

Fashions show change 

‘With this ring ’ ... a tradition 


One of the most enduring qpd beautiful 
traditions associated with engagement and 
marriage is the giving of a ring Today, 
most brides receive two rings from their 
fiances — one at the time of the betrothal 
and one at the wedding ceremony itself 

It seems likely that the betrothal ring ori- 
ginated as a replacement for dowry 
money— naturally enough, considering the 
ancient Roman custom of giving a ring to 
seal an agreement. 

While this act was binding in most cul- 
tures. the Vikings gave rings not to ratify 
the bargain, but to commemorate it. much 
as we do today 

Of course, fashions in engagement rings 
change with the times— their form is as de- 
pendent upon current tastes and values as 
their, meaning is immutable and un- 
changing 

The diamond engagement ring, today's 
darling, has been around for a quite along 
time. It goes back, in fact, to the 15th cen- 
tury. when the Archduke Maxmilian of Au- 
stria presented his betrothed. Mary of Bur- 
gundy. with a golden ring decorated with a 
diamond-studded M. his initial, on top In- 
terestingly enough, prior to that time, the 
diamond was a gem worn by men. not 
women 

One type of betrothal ring, which origin- 
ated in France, was called a Regard ring 
Its name stems from the fact that in it were 
set several gems— Ruby. Emerald, Gar- 
net. Amethyst. Ruby. Diamond— the first 
letters of whose names formed an acrostic 
of the word “regard In the same tradi- 


tion, sometimes the initials of the names of 
the stones spelled out the name of the bride- 
to-be 

Another distinctive betrothal ring is the 
gemel or gimmel ring, which Martin 
Luther is commonly considered to have in- 
troduced, four centuries ago. 

The gemel ring was a double or triple 
ring. When closed, two bands of the double 
ring would appear to be one— a most apt 
metaphor for the oneness of man and wife. 

It was traditional to separate the intert- 
wined rings at the time of the betrothal. 



Wedding and betrothal rings over the 
ages have followed the dictates of 
fashion and fancy. The German gemel 
ring, left, from the 16th century, is 
composed of two separate rings that 
look like one when they’re unified, the 
perfect symbol of the essential one- 
ness of man and wife. It boasts the 


which was solemnized over a Bible with a 
w itness present 

In the case of the triple gemel ring, the 
man and w f oman being betrothed w r ould 
separate the upper and low r er rings from 
the middle one. which the witness would 
take At the time of the wedding, the three 
portions of the ring would be reunited The 
ring would then be used for the wedding 
ceremony, and worn afterwards by the 
bride. 

Which brings us to the wedding ring it- 
self This band represented the essential 



inscription in Latin, “What God hath 
joined together let no man put asun- 
der.” The English wedding ring, right, 
which dates from the 15th century, 
boasts clasped hands and a heart 
motif, and is inscribed with the motto. 
“God Helps.” 


unity of the married couple— a meaning 
which w'as perfectly symbolized by its 
circular form 

Though silver rings were most common 
prior to the I9th century, gold, the purest 
metal, predominates today. 

Wedding rings are customarily worn on 
the fourth finger of the left hand— this, be- 
cause the ancients believe thaj there was a 
vein which ran to this finger directly from 
the heart, the seat of feeling in the human 
body. 

According to With this Ring. ” by Eli- 
zabeth Laverack (Elm Tree Books), a fas- 
cinating compilation of information on the 
history of many aspects of marriage, it is 
generally accepted that the wedding ring 
originated in the ancient Egyptian custom 
of placing a piece of ring- money (in use 
prior to the introduction of coins) on the 
bride’s finger as an indication that her new- 
ly-wedded husband w f as endowing her with 
his wealth. 

In a parallel fashion, the ancient Romans 
gave their brides key-rings The presenta- 
tion of a key-ring would occur after the man 
had lifted his bride over the threshhold of 
her new home, and was symbolic of the 
trust her husband placed in her. and of the 
fact that she would share his worldly pos- 
sessions from that time on. 

The Anglo-Saxons favored golden rings 
which were worn upon the third finger; in 
Medival times, a saint might be repre-

As each female guest ar- 
rives, an usher offers her 
his right arm and escorts 
her to a seat on either the 
bride’s (left) or groom’s 
(right) side of the church 

The head usher escorts 
first the groom's mother, 
then the bride's mother, to 
the front -right and left 
pews, respectively. Two 
ushers then roll down the 
white aisle carpet, and the

Woe to the father of six 
daughters when it comes 
time to marry them off! 
For. it is traditionally the 
bride s family who foots the 
bill for the bulk of the w ed- 
ding expenses 
Although it is not unusual 
for the groom’s family to 
share in the cost of the re- 
ception. it is most often 
assumed that the bride s 
family is responsible for the 
cost of the wedding cere- 
mony and trimmings. 

As pointed out in 
“Bride s” magazine, wed- 
ding costs are customarily 
divided as follows. 

The bride or her family 
usually pays for : 

• Invitations, announce- 


ments and enclosure cards : 

• Bride s wedding dress, 
veil and trousseau; 

• Bouquets for wedding 
party; 

• Flowers for church and 
reception ; 

• Engagement and wed- 
ding photographs; 

• Fees for church, sex- 
ton, organist: 

• Transportation of brid- 
al party to church and re- 
ception ; 

• Entire reception, in- 
cluding food, beverages, 
music, decorations and pro- 
fessional services; 

• Groom s wedding ring 
and w r edding gift; 

• Gifts for bride's atten- 
dants; 


• Hotel accommodations 
for bridesmaids from out of 
town. 

The groom or his family 
usually pays for: 

• B ide s engagement 
and wedding rings; 

• Marriage license; 

• Clergy member’s or 
ceremony official’s fee; 

• Bride’s bouquet; 

• Boutonnieres for men of 
wedding party; 

• Flowers for mothers 
and grandmothers. 

• Bride's w r edding gift; 

• Gifts for the best man 
and ushers ; 

• Hotel accommodations 
for ushers from out of town : 

• Complete wedding trip 
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Looking good 
is important 


Every bride wants to look 
just right on her wedding 
day She wants to create an 
everlasting impression on 
her groom, one which he 
will remember throughout 
his lifetime 

This means she wants to 
look her most beautiful 
clear glowing skin a per 
feet coiffure; well 
manicured nails 

Preparations for looking 
your prettiest should begin 
long before your wedding 
day— in fact give yourself a 
month or more to pull your- 
self together 

• A well balanced diet 
should be an integral part of 
your daily routine, wedding 
or no wedding. But . it is par- 
ticularly important to eat 
properly during those fren- 
zied weeks before the wed- 
ding. Your skin, hair and 
nails will benefit, and your 
stamina to endure the 
pressures every bride faces 
will be greater 

• An exercise routine 


should be part of your beau- 
ty regimen Exercise keeps 
your body well-toned, and 
encourages a more healthy 
physiology in general 

• Adequate rest is a 
must— no bride should look 
as though she’s been 
through the wringer on her 
wedding day Be sure to get 
at least eight hours of sleep 
every night, starting at 
least one month before the 
big day 

• Decide on your hair- 
style weeks before the wed- 
ding. so that your veil will 
be suitable to whatever 
style you choose. If you plan 
to have a haircut, or even 
just a trim . have it done two 
weeks prior to the wedding 
so that your hair has time to 
adjust to the new cut 

• Condition your hair so 
that it is soft and shining. 
Clean, healthy hair is a 
must— whether it’s covered 
by your veil or full and 
loose with a flower tucked 
on the side 


• For healthy skin that s 
aglow with happiness, have 
a facial 10 days before the 
ceremony Follow a skin 
care routine in the weeks 
preceding the wedding, but 
don't try any new products 
just before the big day You 
may have an allegic reac- 
tion and it’s not worth the 
risk. 

• Visit your dentist a few 
days before the wedding to 
have your teeth cleaned If 
there's one thing you II be 
doing a lot of on your wed- 
ding day. it’s smiling 
You’ll want your teeth look- 
ing their whitest 

• Have a manicure the 
day before the wedding, 
and choose a shade of polish 
that is subtle— one which 
will complement either 
your flowers or the colors 
which you ve chosen for 
your wedding party 

• Take a deep breath and 
relax This is going to be one 
of the happiest days of your 
life 


Portrait hints 


1 f you’ll soon be facing the 
camera for your engage- 
ment or wedding portraits, 
here are helpful recom 
mendations 

Don’t wear h e a v y 
makeup ’ It has a harsh and 
aging effect Since an en- 
gaged girl or the bride 
should look fresh and natu- 
ral. be careful about using 
exaggerated cosmetic tech- 
niques It is the fastest way 
to date the photograph 

For a smooth, soft, dewy 
look, apply a rinse-off cold 
cream before making up for 
a lightly emollient base 
Then specialists suggest 
that you wear medium -tone 
foundation and pow'der. and 
a medium shade of lipstick . 
accented with lip gloss for 
sheen Don’t apply very 


pale lipstick for a picture It 
won t show up 
Little tricks can fool the 
camera For instance, you 
can camouflage laugh and 
frown lines and blemishes 
by covering them with 
white liner or shadow stick 
Then blend with fingertips 
and poweder as usual 
To give a broad nose an 
aquiline appearance, apply 
a darker foundation on each 
side, blending thoroughly to 
avoid too strong a shadow 
To shorten a long nose, 
blend in a bit of darker 
foundation at the nose tip 
And if features are less- 
than-perfecl. try posing 
with your face at a slight 
angle to the camera, with 
head up and chin lifted 
Eyes laden with false 


lashes and over stated styl- 
ing are not suitable for a 
bridal portrait 

Be especially art ful in ap- 
plying eye make-up if you 
wear glasses The lenses of 
your glasses enlarge the 
eye area, so you need the 
barest minimum of defini- 
tion In most cases, the 
frames of your glasses will 
provide enough emphasis. 

For relaxed, graceful 
hands, try a trick that the 
models use Before the pic- 
ture is snapped lift both 
hands high into the air to 
ease tension and minimize 
prominent veins Then re 
turn hands to position and 
clasp them lightly, slightly 
angled for a slender look 
Repeat this procedure

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Old-fashioned approach 

Marriage customs still prevail 

/ 


So many traditions, so much fuss, such 
excitement ! As we enter into the '80s. there 
are as many “something old” as there are 
“something new" about the attitudes and 
ceremonies which surround the matrimo- 
nial contract. 

Individual attitudes, of course, do vary, 
but there is a general trend in the United 
States today towards a traditional— even 
old-fashioned — approach to marriage. 

Time-honored customs, which have been 
handed down from the Victor ian age and 
earlier, serve as guidelines for most young 
couples as they prepare to establish a life 
together. 

From such charming customs as a young 
man s asking a young woman’s father for 
her hand in marriage to the new bride s 
tossing the bouquet before leaving the re- 
ception. today’s wedding practices have 
distinct similarities to those of the past 

In the weeks — even months — that pre- 
cede the wedding, both the bride’s and the 
groom’s families become absorbed in plan- 
ning for the wedding. 

Wedding attire, flowers for the church 
and reception, food and drink are ordered ; 
vows are composed, invitations are 


written ; travel reservations are made, and 
even the champagne with which the new- 
lyweds will be toasted is chosen 
In fact, weddings hold such importance 
in modern-day society that an estimated 26 
million couples will wed in this decade, 
according to Barbara Tober, Editor-in- 
Chief of “Bride’s” magazine This number 
would seem to indicate that weddings have 
never been more popular 
A clear break has been made with the 
past . however, as it is no longer the popular 
attitude among women that they must 
“yield” to the man who chooses to “take 
them as lawfully-wedded wives 
Today’s bride chooses instead to enter 
into a partnership with a man, sharing 
equally with him the responsibilities, 
duties and pleasures of the marriage 
A contemporary bride enjoys a consider- 
ably better position than did her Victorian 
counterpart. “More than 90 percent of all 
new brides, continue to work after the wed- 
ding.” notes Mrs. Tober. 

The bride can expect her new husband to 
share in the household chores, just as she 
expects to augment their joint income with 
her salary 


It would be no more surprising for him to 
whip up a chocolate mousse than it would 
be for her to repair a leaky faucet Or. when 
the time comes, for him to get up for the 3 
a m feeding that it would be for her to do 
so. Equality has arrived in marriage 

The average age of American brides is 22 
years, with women from urban areas being 
slightly older Today’s bride is four years 
older than the typical Victorian bride, 
whose average age was 18 years at the time 
of her wedding.

sented on the wedding ring— this gave it the 
power to ward off ills 
In the Tudor period in England, wedding 
rings were frequently richly embellished 
with precious stones which boasted mystic- 
al significance. For instance, the emerald 
represented peace and happiness; the di- 
amond. faith; the ruby, glory; the sap- 
phire, hope; and so on 
One fashion that gained favor in 18th cen- 
tury England was the poesy ring Inside, 
there would be an inscription which re- 
flected the deepest feelings of the newly 
married couple 

One interesting wrinkle in wedding ring 
lore— in Ireland in the 1800s. if a man didn’t 
have enough money to buy a wedding ring 
for his bride, he would rent one for use dur- 
ing the wedding ceremony It s to be hoped 


Being older, today’s bride has more often 
than not established her own career, with
